Kosmina’s return to Brisbane with a 1-0 
win over Adelaide United at Perry Park. 
Luke Morley, returning after a lengthy 
lay off with a back injury, scored the only 
goal after 10 minutes after pouncing 
on a poor clearance and striking home 
his shot. 


The home side, having missed several 
opportunities to seal the win, had to 
withstand a late charge by the visitors, 
but poor finishing let Adelaide down and 
the chance of a handy point.
